The Nil68on Contract— The Profits »f Har En 

gagement. 

A Boston correspondent, in endeavoring to 
throw some Sight upon the terms and protiis of 
the Nilsson engagement in this country, savs 
•■The full concerts of one hundred nights will 
be finished with tWO concerts, to be ({iven the 
present week, in Eltuint. X. Y., and Meadeville, 
i'ti. M lie Nilwon bus receive i as the profit- 01 
her American engagement upward of §120,000, 
while the Strukoscli brothers (Maurice Stra- 
kosch, now in Europe, is associated in the man- 
agement) have cleared about $100,000. The 
terms of the Nilsson engagement were cor- 
rectly stated In a letter to the Pniladelphia 
Press last fall, and let me say that none of the 
other Statements that have been floating 
through the newspaper) concerning her have 
been correct. She received 5.000 francs per 
nignt (111 g'lld, ol course), and au equal share 
ol the profits after $4, out). In addition, all 
her expenses and' those of her retinue, w hich 
included au agent, a lady traveling companion, 
and two servants, were paid. 

Tue n^ent received the handsome sum of 
£10, or $30 per night, and will go out of the 
couutry $5,0uu richer than when be came into 
it. Mile Nillson will remain in this country 
through the summer and into next season, as 
already staled in the papers ; but I he reports 
to the effect that she will appear in opera in 
New York the present month are incorrect. 
She will doubtless appear iu the opera at the 
beginning ol next season, . and the Messrs 
BtrakoSCh have postponed the coming of Ade- 
linii Patti until the seasons of l«72-3, to 
admit of this ; but no definite arrangements to 
that effect have yet been made. She is under- 
stood to have refused an Offer, made by the 
Messrs. Strakoscb, of SGO.OOU, for sixty addi- 
tional nights, and Fisk is said to have an idea 
of engaging her. The Messrs. Strakosch, how- 
ever, are protected by a coutract, which pre- 
vents her from appearing in America, under 
any other management, for fifteen months from 
the expiration of the first series of concerts, 
and this term does not expire until the mouth 
of July, 1872. 



Paper Car Wheels. 

Our attention is called, says the Chicago 
Railway Review, to a new car wheel, which 
we have examined as thoroughly as (possible 
without taking the work to pieces. This 
wheel — that is, the body ol it — is made ot 
paper, and a patent has beeii secured therefor. 

Two trucks, of six wheels each, were made 
at Brandon, Vermont, for trial. After re- 
maining nearly a year on Eastern roads, they 
were transferred to a car of Pullman's Palace 
Car Company's line, uudcr which they have 
been used several mouths, and show no signs 
of wear. The construction is difficult to de- 
scribe in detail without drawings and dia- 
grams. They consist, however, mainly of a 
tight lilling between tire and hub, ot pressed 
paper, paper of the bt»t fibre, subjected to a 
pressure of a ton and a half to Hie square 
inch. 

But few, we suppose, are conversant with 
the capabilities of compressed paper. Tue 
very best "calender rolls," used in finishing 
"sited" paper, and for some other purposes, are 
made of pressed paper, in preference to ivory, 
bone, steel, or oilier materials. The reasons 
arc. that il is not only almost wholly inelastic, 
but vielda nothing to climate changes. Hoi or 
cold, wet or dry, paper thus treated remains 
the same. When Sufficient!/ pressed, it may 
be treated as hard wood is; il may he nulled 
in a lathe; holes may lie drilled or bored in 
it; it is susceptible of a high degree ot polish, Mr, 
iu short, ii is unlike anything and everything 
Inn itself. Tnt inventor conceived the idea ol 
using pressed paper in the construction of car 
wheels, because wood and all other suusiauces 
thus far tried have been louud oi jeeliouable in 
one point or another. Paper nou.d seem lo 
answer the purpose admirably because it is 
noiseless; il does not Swell nor shrink Willi 
the weather ; it affords a slay to the lire and 
a latteral support ill mruiug curves; uud ai 
the sinn- time adapts itseli 10 any inlliug Ine- 
quality of ihe inner surface of the surrounding 
tire, Which wood or 111/11 tail lo do, and final* 
Iv, il seerus lo be stronger than any other iuu- 
terial cf ihe same weight of whicu a wheel 
can possibly be made. VVood has been tried, 
noi altogether With success, and ihe objections 
to Steel "skeletons," or "corrugated, " or "pat- 
ent Spokes wheel- are weil understood. 
In ibese wheels, the usual steel tire with its 
Il tti'gV is used. Upon Ihe axie as a 
-entre two heavy cast iron flanges are fastened 
parallel lo each other, at right angles witn the 
axle, and in Ihe plane of the diameter. The 
insid nne has an eight inch radius, the out- 
side on- completely covering the outer disc and 
overlapping the tue one half inch. Through 
the compressed paper, from flange to flange, 
ai" ua-s< d strong noils of the best iron, se- 
cured by mm "screwed home" tit inly and 
near enough togelhi-r to hold ihe paper in 11s 
place, without unnecessary cutting away 01 its 
fibre or weakening the flanges. And it is 
worthy of note that it has never been found 
necessary lo tighten a nut on any of theui 
from the first day of operation to the present. 
The paper forms a solid wall between the axle 
aud the tire, the Hanges doiug nothing but 
keeping the papor in proper position. The 
strain comes upon the paper, the tire, of course, 
doing its duty as in every other wheel. 



How to Prevent Sprine Sickness. 

There are n great many people who are 
subject to a "bilious attack" every spring, and 
who expect it as a matter of course. The 
Herald of Health says there is no more need 
for people being thus sick in the spring than 
at any other time of the year, if they only 
know how to live. This periodical sickness 
can be prevented simply by regulating the 
diet. Not that all persons who have been 
subject to such attacks year after year, for a 
long time, can evercome the difficulty at once. 
We are all such creatures of habit, that when 
anytliiug becomes established in this way, there 
is a strong tendency to its return at the reg- 
ular time, even after the producing cause has 
ceased to operale; consequently, .in bad cases, 
it sometimes takes several years to overcome it 
entirely. I'nder a proper regimen Ihe attacks 
will grow less severe every year uutil tbey en- 
tirely disappear. 

During cold weather people eat larger quan- 
tities thau usual of carbonaceous food, such as 
fat meats, sugar, butter, bread, cakes nndoiber 
preparations of white or superfine flour, nuts, 
fats, sirups, etc. Of course, a much larger 
quantity of carbonaceous food is required by 
the system in cold weather than in warm, hut 
a= a general thing people eat too much of it, 
clog up their system with the excess, and over- 
burden the excretery organs, particularly the 
liver, iu vain efforts lo get rid of it. Those 
who take a great deal of outdoor exercise are 
usually enabled to work it off, and seldom suf- 
fer much in consequence, except in hot weather; 
while those who lead a sedentary indoor life 
stiller most. 

When warm weather comes on in the spring, 
people require much less carbonaceous food, 
but Instead o r changing their diet as the 
weather changes, they continue to eat the same 
kinds Of food they have been eating during the 
coldest weather in winter, and the consequence 
is that '.he already over-burdened liver is un- 
able to hear up under this extra load, and ut- 
terly refuses to perlorni its function until it 
has had a chance to rest and throw off its ac- 
cumulated burdens. Now, to prevent this 
stale of things, two things are uece-sury. 
First, people must eat a less proportion of car- 
bonaceous food at all times. Second, as the 
weather grows w>rmer in Ihe spring lliev mils! 
eat a idh. Ii less quantity of it than they do iu 
cool weather, and substitute instead more veg- 
etable and acid fruits. Every family should 
have a large supply of canned fruits and green 
vegetables to use at this time of year. For a 
single article there is nothing so good as tart 
apples, and they should be used in unlimited 
quantities.

Senator Wilson, of Massachusetts, recently 
contributed to the New York Ledger his ac- 
count of Hon Preston Brooks' assault upon 
Senator Sumner on the 22d May, 1856. We 
don't know how much Wilson got fur this 
contribution to tho Ledger ; if wo did, we 
would gratify our readers wilh the exact fig- 
ures ; but this we know, Bonner pays liW- 
ally, and Senator Wilson is a Yankee of the 
Yankees— the "long result" of the bluest Pu- 
ritan blood and training. It will be remem 
bored, that Mr. Brooks was provoked to make 
the assault by a gross insult and libel upon 
his near relative, Senator Butler, of South 
Carolina, that Mr. Simner had gone out 
of his way to utter, in one of his long' 
incendiary speeches ajamst the South, in ihe 
Senate , the day before — Mr. Butler being at 
the time absent from his scat on a visit to 
h • home in Carolina. Wilson, too, in his 
hireling article in the Ledger, goes out of th e 
WAV to quota a m >st milevolent "prophecy'i 
inadj by Sumner in the sisne sp?ech, in which 
he had libeled the ago 1 South Carolina Sen- 
ator. Ho quotes it, luwever, in order to glo 
rify Sumner and to electrify and rejoice all 
the Radicals in the tan ! with the spectacle of 
its present wonderful fulfillment Alter de- 
claring that, if South Carolina's whole history 
wis blotto 1 out of existence, civilization 
woul 1 lose very little — loss, indeed, than had 
already been giinud by the example of Kan- 
sas (!). Mr. Sumner prophesied as loll'.ows : 

' Ah, sir, I tell the Senator that Kansas 
welcomed as a free Stale, will be a 'minis- 
tering angtl' to the Republic, "when South 
Cirolioa, in the cloak of darkness which she 
hags, lies howling. ' 

If South Carolina to djy "lies howling." 
how bas it been brought ahoat ? Where 
docs the responsibility rest ? All the world 
knows that it rests witb Mr. Wilson and his 
coadjutors in the United States Congress. 
All the worll knows that if the people of 
Sjuth Carolina had been let alum after the 
■dose of the war, as they had the word «f 
fionor of the Government that they would be 
when they surrendered, that State would by 
this time have nearly if not quite recovered 
from all the calamities of war. All the world 
knows, too, that if they had been left alone — 
if they had been permitted to regulate their 
internal State affairs according to the Consti- 
tution, as modified by the results ol the war 
and by the new am;ndm:nts, without the 
usurping, tyrranical interference of a revenge- 
ful Congress and a militaiy autocrat — both 
black and white would be to-day enjoi ing 
perfect peace — would bo, indeed, as prosper- 
ous and happy as any other community on 
the globe; and both black and white would 
be enjoying that freedom guaranteed to them 
by the Constitution, but of which "recon- 
struction" has robbed them.

ADDRESS TO THE DEIfuJEACY BY KEM- 
BEUS OF CONGRESS. 

The following address is given in lieu of 
editorial matter to-day, under a belief thai 
it will be read wilh more interest. It is a 
terrible arraignment of the unscrupulom- 
party in power, and a sad but true picture oi 
the wreck of a once good government. Coin- 
ing as it docs from the Democratic Reure- 
sentatives at Washington, whose means oi 
knowing the practices and fathoming the de- 
signs of Radicalism are better than those of 
the people at large, its suggeftions will be 
received with respect and acted upon with 
confidence U is signed by all the Democrat 
ic members and Senators in the present Con- 
gress : 

"Our presence and officiii! duties at Wash- 
ington have enabled us to become fully ac- 
quainted with the action and designs of those 
who control the Radical party, and we feel 
called upon to utter a few words of warning 
against the alarming strides they have rnudi 
toward the centralization of power in the 
hands of Congress aul ihe Executive. 

"The time and attention of the Radical lend- 
ers have been almost wholly directed to de- 
vising such legislation as will, iu their view, 
best preserve their ascendency, and no regard 
for the wise restraint imposed bj the Constitu- 
tion has checked their recklesi "lid desperate 
career. The President of the United Slater 
has been formally announced as a candidate 
lor re-election. The declaration of his selfish 
supporters have been echoed he a subsidised 
press, and the discipline ol his party has al- 
ready made an adhesion to his personal for- 
tunes ihe supreme test of political fealty. The 
partisan legislation to which we refer was de- 
creed ami shaped in secret caucus, where Ihe 
extremes', couuscls always dominated, aud 
ndopted by a .ubservieul majority — if not 
with the intent, certainly with the effect to 
place in the hands of the President the powei 
lo command his own renomination, and to 
employ the army, navy, and militia at his sole 
discretion as a means of subserving bis per 
sonal ambition. 

"When t tic sad experience of the last two 
years — so disappointing to the hopes and gen- 
erous confidence of the country — is considered 
in QOnBection with the violent utterances and 

rash purpo-es of those who control ihe Presi- 
dent's policy, it is nol surprising that li e 
gravest apprehensions for the tut are peace ol 
the nation should be entertained. Ai a thin 
when iabor is depressed, and every material in- 
terest palsied by oppressive taxation, public 
Officers have been multiplied beyond all pre 
cedent lo serve as instruments in perpetuating 
power. Partisanship is the ouly test applied 
to the distribution of this east patronage. 
Honesty, fitness, and moral worth are opeuly 
discarded iu Invor of a truckliug submission 
and dishonorable compliance. Hence, enor- 
mous defalcations and wide-spread corruption 
have followed as uatural consequences of this 
pernicious system. 

"Uy the ollicial report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, it appears lhat after the deduction ol 
nil proper credits many millions of dollars re- 
main due from ex-Collectors of Internal Reve- 
nue, and that no proper diligence has ever been 
used to collect them. The reforms in the rev- 
enue and fiscal systems — while an experience 
demonstrates the necessity of a frugal admin- 
istration of Ihe" Government, as well as meas- 
ures of relief to ..n overburdened people — have 
hem postponed or willfully neglected. 

"Congress now adjourns without having 



the downfall of free government is inevitable, 
and with it Ihe elevation of a military dicta- 
tor on the ruins of a republic. Under pretense 
ol passing laws to enfore the Fourteenth 
Amendment and for other purposes. Congress 
has conferred a most despotic power upon the 
Executive, and provided machinery by which 
Ihe people n'e menaced, and the sacred ri" ht 
of local sel' government in the Slates is ig- 
nored, if nit entirely overthrown. .Modeled 
after the seiilion laws so odious in history, 
they are at tariance with all sanctified theo- 
ries of our country ; and the construction given 
by these Radical interpreters lo the Fourteenth 
Amendment !s, lo use the language ol an emi- 
nent Senator (Trumbull, of Illinois), 'an anni- 
hilation of Slates.' 

"Under Itu last enforcement bill the Execu- 
tive may, in bis discretion, thrust aside the 
government ol any Siate. suspend I lie writ of 
hebeas corpus, arrest its Governor, imprison or 
disperse ils Legislature, silence its judges, and 
trample down its people under ihe armed heel 
of his troops. Nothing is left to the citizens 
of the State which can any longer be called 
right. All i3 changed into mere sufferance. 

"Our hopes for redress are in tlit calm good 
sense and sober second thought of the Ameri- 
can people. We cad upon them to be true to 
themselves an! their posterity, and, disregard- 
ing party names and minor differences, to in- 
sist upon a decentralization of power and Ihe 
restriction of Federal authority within its just 
and proper limits, leaving to Slates the control 
of their domestic affairs, which is essential to 
their happiness, tranquility, and good govern- 
ment. Everything that ma'.icious ingenuity 
could suggest has been done to irritate the peo- 
ple of the Middle and Southern Stales. The 
gross' and aggravated charges of disorder and 
violence owe their origin to the mischievous 
minds of political managers in the Senate and 
House of Representatives, to which the Execu- 
tive has, we regret to say, lent his aid, and 
thus helped lo influence the popular feeling. 

• In all tlrs course ol hostile legislation and 
harsh resentment, no word of conciliation, or 
kinu encouragement, or fraternal lelluwship, 
has ever been spoken by the President, or by 
Congress lo the people of the Southern Stales 
They have been addressed only in the language 
of proscription. We earnestly entreat our lel- 
low-oilizens iu all parts of the Union to spare 
no effort to maintain peace and order, to pro- 
tect the rights of every citizen, to preserve 
kindly relations among all men, and to dis- 
countenance aid discourage any violation ol 
the rights of any of the people secured under 
the Constitution, or of auy of its amendments. 
We earnestly beg of you not to aid the piescnt 
attempts ol Radical partisans to stir up strife 
in the land, to renew the issues of war or ob- 
struct the return of peace aud prosperity in 
the Southern States ; because it is thus that 
they seek to divert the attention of the couulry 
from the corruption and extravagance of tlieir 
administration of public affairs, and the dan- 
gerous and profligate attempts they are making 
toward the creation of a Centralised military 
Government. In live years of peace following 
the war, the Kedical administration have ex- 
pended $1 20,000,000 for ordinary purposes 
alone, being within $2U0,000,U00 of the aggre- 
gate amount spent for the same purposes in 
war aud in peace during the seventy-one years 
preceding June 30, 1861, not including in 
either case the sum paid for principle or inter- 
est of the puhlir debt. It is trifling wilh the 
intelligence of ihe people for the Radical lead- 
ers lo pretend thai this vast sum has been hon- 
estly expended. Hundreds of millions of it 
have been wantonly squandered. 

"The expenditures of ihe Government for the 
fiscal year ending June 3n, 1861, were only 
•>6'J, 000, 0(10 ; while for precisely ihe same pur- 
poses — the civil list, lor army and Davy J pen- 
sions, and Indian appropriations — $104,000,- 
000 were rxpended duriug the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1870. 

"No indignation can hp too stern, and no 
scorn loo severe, lor the assertions made by un- 
scrupulous Radical leaders, lhat the great 
Democratic and Conservative party of the 
United States has any sympathy with disorders 
or violence in any part of the couulry, or in the 
depr ivation of any man of his rights under the 
Constitution. It is lo protect and perpetuate 
the rights which every freeman cherishes, to 
revive in all hearts a feeling of friendship, al- 
fection and harmony, which are the best guar- 
antees of law and order, and to throw around 
the humblest citizen, wherever he may be, the 
protecting arm of those safeguards ol personal 
liberty w hich the fundamental laws of the land 
assure, that we invoke the aid of all good men 
iu the Work of peace and reconciliation.

thai the burdens of taxation, direct or indirect, 
may be reduced to Ihe lowest point Consistent 
With the good faith of every just national obli- 
gation and with a strictly economical adminis- 
tration of the Government; and that Slates 
may be restored in their Integrity aud true 
relations to our Federal Union." 

The address is signed by all the Democratic

IN RELATION TO THE GUBERNATORIAL 
NOMINATION. 

Paodcaii, Kv., April 15. 
To the Editor of tht l'aducah Kentuckian : 

In your daily of this date I find what pur- 
ports to be the proceedings of Ihe Democratic 
convention of Trigc county, and an editoiial 
in relation to myself in reference lo a letter 
written by me some years ago to the Hon. Lu- 
cieu Anderson, then a meinoer of Congress 
from ibis district. 

I have been too long engaged in politics, 
and too well versed in ■ lie Schemes resorted lo 
in a heated political canvass, to misunderstand 
the object and motive ol those (I do not mean 
you) who are opposed to me, in circulating a 
report just before the convention assembles at 
Frankfort.

In every contest, Iroiu a coustable to the Pres- 
idency, I have invariably supported the Demo- 
cratic ticket, not only by my vote, but by my 
speeches, and in every honorable way have 
shown my adherence aud devotion to that 
parly; and 1 challenge an ivestigation in the 
fullest and broadest extent.

cumstance-, to Ihe Hon. L. Anderson for relief, 
who was then iu power in this district, and 
had and exercised great influence with bil 
party, not only iu this district, but in Wash- 
ington. There w^is nothing in the teller against 
Democracy, nor in luyor of the Republican 
parly, but was alone tor personal relief. I 
though', then that the condition of myself and 
lauiiiy demanded humiliation on my part to 
oe relieved trout danger and distress, and I did 
not hesitate, 1 uid like hundieds and thou- 
sands of oilier good Southern Democrats, hum- 
ble myself, lor the lime being, for self-preser- 
vation and the comfort of my family. I was 
then willing, under the untoward circumstances 
that surrounded me, to write aud do almost 
anything that would have been exacted, lo 
make almost any sacrifice — short of honor — 
or tiie relief and freedom from arrests, Im- 
prisonment, and distress of family. Hundreds 
and thousands of sound, reliable Democrats, 
« lio are trusted by the parly this day, some of 
whom are now holding office, also humbled 
themselves in many ways, passed themselves 
off lor Union men, induced Union friends to 
VOdch for them, and many actually voted for 
Mr. Lincoln, as the poll books show. Had 1 
bees single, I could have, nod doubtless would 
have, uvoidcd the trouble aud humiliation that 
oetell me; but with Wife aud Children lo sup- 
port, clothe, educate, and protect, I was com- 
pelled to humble my pride, and to adapt my- 
self lo the circumstances surrounding me. 
Iteing an attorney at law, with no other av- 
ocation, 1 was exceedingly anxious to obtain 
my law office aud library, to suslaiu myself] 
arid family. 

I have thus frankly and cordially staled my 
case, and whether uomiuated or : ot, I would 
do the same again, under similar circumstances. 
If any gentleman doubts my devoliou to 
Democracy and its principles, he can withhold 
his support Irom me; il is his right. Itul it 
looks Strange to me thai at this particular time,

THE SUSPENSION OF THE HABEAS COR- 
PUS— HISTORICAL PREDICTION. 

The Congress of the United Slates is about 
to clothe the President, who is a candidate for 
re-election, with the power lo suspend at his 
pleasure, in all the Slates, the writ of habeat 
corpus, that great writ of liberty, until the 
close of the next session of Congress, which 
will probably be about August or September, 
1872. This event brings forcibly to our mind 
i prediction which was made to Colonel Henry | 
Laurens, Ol South Carolina, in 1783. by Henry 
Sherburne, then a prominent member of the 
Itritish House of Commons. During the nar 
of the American Revolution, which' lasted Irom 
1775 lo 1 785, Sherburne ranked in Parliament 
as among the Blanches! Iriends of the Ameri- 
can Colonists, uniformly opposing all the 
measures of the British Parliament that looked 
lo their coercion aad subjugation by force. He 
was an early champion lor the recognition ol 
our independence. Colonel Laurens iu 1780 
was sent on a diplomatic mission to Europe, 
by the Continental Cougress at Philadelphia. 
He was so unfortunate as to be taken by a 
British cruiser, and was conveyed to the lower 
of Loudon, where he remained until the Con- 
clusion of the war. He was afterward the 
guest of Mr. Shetburne, when something like 
ihe following conversation was reported by 
Colonel Laurens to have occurred b twoen 
them : "Well, it is all over; you have got your 
independence, and you know I have contrib- 
uted to it; but I greatly doubt Whether the re- 
sult will lie fortunate lor you." Upon Colonel 
Laurens expressing his surprise at such a re- 
mark an l desiring to know the reason of it, Mr. 
Sherburne said: '•Well, for instance, there is 
Ihe great writ of habeas corpus, Wbicb has cost 
us Englishmen so much blood and treasure lo 
maintain. We know its advantages aud the 
necessity of guarding them. But it has cost 
you nothing. It is a part of your birthright, 
and never having had lo fight fur it, you Will 
not prize it, and on the first Occasion ol trouble 
or violent party contention you will lose it." 
Colonel Laurens was incredulous, and assured 
his Rnglisn Itieod that his tears wete eutiiely 



groundless, and that the Americans would al 
ways Stand by the great writ. This was eighty- 
seven rears ago, but what has come to pass? 
Here we arc making a surrender of that very 
writ, for nn almost indefinite period, wilh the 
approbation, as it would appear, of the parly 
in power. That which a British Parliament 
would not do is easily run through an Amer- 
ican Congress, and our President is given au- 
thority to make arrests and order punishments, 
without authority of law, in a lime of profound 
peace, ns great as lhat which is enjoyed by the 
Czar of Russia or the Sultan of Turkey. From 
the apparently little excitement which it pro- 
duces it would really seem as if the English 
statesman had read our future history and 
character aright, and that we put little estima- 
tion upon that which our ancestors in Great 
Britain sacrificed so much for in the ages that 
are past. This result does not speak highly for 
American intelligence and love of liberty, nor 
does it give bright guarantees of the future.

• CLOSING SCENE IX C0NGKES3. 

The following extract from a special dis- 
patch to yesterday's Ledger contains so much 
of interest that we give it without apology. 
The closing scenes in Congress are always 
marked with great interest, but the present 
session has been or.ej of extraordinary impor- 
tance, and its winding up has been pain fully 
anticipated : 

A BACKDOWN IN THE IlOrSC. 

The Hoiue of Representatives, which acted 
in such a spirited manner ujTl yesterday, re- 
jecting by loG to 74 Ihe conference report on 
ihe Ku Klux bill, backed down today. The 
second conference report conceded to the Sen- 
ate the most Important points in the dispute, 
namely, thai Ihe irun ciad oath should he ap- 
plied lo Federal jurors in the discretion of 
judges, and the Ka-Klux law so soaped that, 
by the triek of a recess, il could be extended 
over the Presidential election. The House 
was much opposed to the Sherman amend- 
ment. This was stricken out of the bill, 
und a substitute incorporated really of no con- 
sequence. 

SHERMAN FCRIOLS AND INSOLENT. 

The Senate agreed to the report last night, 
after a debate in which Judge Tburman spoke 
with signal ability. Sherman was furious at 
the loss of his bantling, und became insolent as 
usual. 

DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 

The debate in the House on the report to- 
day was brief. Kerr and Heck denounced 
the report. Beck declared that lest oatDs dis- 
qualiliedas jurors thousands ol Federal oilier rs 
and suldiers, a. id said ihe bill was infamous in 
its provisions, and drafted with malice alore- 
thougnl bv the hadicals of the House so us to 
pack jori-s. Butler and Garfield, rallying 
their party, the result was the adoption of the 
report by 1)3 to 74 — a slrict party vote. 
Twenty-seven Democrats were absent — more 
than e.i nigh to turn the scale; and thus this 
vile nieasuie is now u law. 

BUTLER EXPLAINS. 

Butler then tot |y;ive to make his personal 
explanation, by suspension of the rules, many 
Democrats voting to allow him upon his ver- 
bal assurance thai he would make no per- 
sonal attack on Mr. Davis. He began by 
giving a raise account of the scene in the Sen- 
ale, denying that be had there insulted Mr. 
Davis. Your correspondent witnessed theSeti- 
te scene from first to last, and saw Bailer star- 
ing at Mr. Davis in a most insolent manner while 
he wus speaking. Butler continued to do so tor 
some minutes afier Mr. Davis had sal down. 
They were not a yard apart, and it seemed us 
if Butler s object wis to provoke Mr. Davis 
into something Butler couid use as an outrage 
and thus be elected Governor Of Massachusetts. 
Butler, alter giving this lalse version, replied 
to Mr. Davis statement in the Senate, and needs 
a most rancorous attack upon him. He then 
deteuded his conduct while in command at 
.New Orleans, denying Uut he had embezzled 
any money, parading his own merits, and wind- 
ing up witb a reply to Mr. Farosworth on 
the subject of his management of the Military 
Asylum us Treasurer. 

GREAT EXCITEMENT 

Ensued while this explanation was being made, 
and moob mule when Karusworlh and Been 
replied. ITarnswurtb sooke in a cool and de- 
termined niHiin.-r. but his statements of recta 

were perfectly withering, and made u profound 
impression on the House. Itutler, completely 
cowed, tried to slop K unsworlh by a point ot 

order. Tne feeling of the House was shown 
by an almost unanimous vote allowing Farns- 
wonh to proceed in order, lie wound up liy 
saying: ll the Tivu'suier o( the Asylum, UfO. 
Butler, was before a jury, be could cunt let him 
of tubesslement and perjury. 

MR. RECK 81'OKE

redress, stated that he had seen General Furus- 
worth thrust his fist in Butlers luce in the 
presence ot fifteen gentlemen, mid denounce 
him us a coward.

cording us ihe best interests of toe couutry 
may lequire ill their juduiueot. This is ap- 
plicable lo Ihe San Domingo job, which Grunt 
bas by no means relinquished. 

•'SOUTH BaM OUTRAUES." 

The Joint Committee ol the two Houses, 
appoimej lo investigate Southern affairs, met 
tu-d>v, Senator Sioll iu the Chair. Sixteen 
members were present. The committee ad- 
journed, hut will meet agaiu at Washington 
on the 17th of May. Toey appointed a sub- 
csmmiltee, consisting of tour Representatives 
and three Senators, who are to advise them 
what couise to pursue in carrying out the ob- 
jects of the resolution. This sub-committee, 
j will meet on the 10th of May. Messrs. Buy- 
i urd. Yoorhrts, and tYaddfll are the Democrats 
upon it. The general feeli.ig of the members, I 
except Mayuard, of Tennessee, is not to make 
a journey South until the fill of the year. 

THE EXTRA SESSION . 
The call of the Senate to assemble on the 
10th of May was stated by the President to a 
Senator to have reference to Ihe report of the 
Joint Hi^h Commission. The general work of 
the Commission is said by Senators to be con- 
cluded, and readv tor action. A large amount 
of telegraphiog has been done by the British 
Commissioners, and their cable bill is said to 
be some $:100.iiOo.

ADDRESS 0? THE RADICAL STATE CENTRAL 
COt-MIITEE. 

To the Xaiional Republican Voters of Ken- 
tucky: 

In obedience to what seemed to be the gen- 
eral desire ol our party tbrougliqiit the .Stale 
the Republican Centra. Committee have call- 
ed a State convention of the party to be 
held at Franklort, on Tuesday, 17th May 
ndxt. 

This is to be a delegate convention, and 
the basis upon which Ihe number ol dele- 
gates is lo be determined it. one delegate lor 
every one hundred Republican voles cast at 
the iast Congri ssional election, and one lor 
every fraction ol a hundred exceeding tiltv 
votes; but in any case every count) in the 
Slate Is entitled to iwo delegates. 

It is all important that there shall be a 
general representation of Ihe Republicans ol 
the Slate .at ibis convention, ami an imme- 
diate iocal organization of the Republicans 
in the precincts ami counties, for the purpose 
ol selecting suitable delegates, in earnestly 
recommended. The biibject should be agi- 
tated and discussed immediately in every 
neighborhood and every countv, and Ihe beet 
men should be selected as delegates. We 
have no time lo lose, and we ought to have 
a large and enthusiastic convention. 

The fundamental principles of ihe Repub- 
lican party are founded in justice ami equity. 
"Fqual and exact justice to all men' with 
"the perlect equality of all citizens before 
the law,' 1 are the principles which we prnfens 
to take as our guide. As citizens of Ken- 
tucky and us members ol the Republican 
parly we advocate such legislation, both 
Stale and National, an shall best accomplish 
the great object we have in view. The Male 
in its legislation should know nothing ol 
men MCtOMtei, it should know them only as 
eiHzem, all of whom (il uncharged with 
crime) are entitled to equal rights and priv- 
ileges ■ The humblest citizen in anv and 
every part ol" the State and of the nation 
should be made perfectly secure in his per- 
son ami in bis property, just because iie is a 
citizen and has com milled no act lo forfeit 
his rights ol citizenship. The Republican 
parly in Kentucky is pledged to the accoin- 
pliehment ol these great purposes, and the 
members of that parly will be derelict in the 
performance of their doty as good citizens, 
if they tail to use all lawlul means lor thai 
accomplishment 

The organization and perpetuation of our 
party in Kentucky has grown mainly out ot 
a denial ol these fundamental principles and 
measures of legislation on the part of the 
Democratic party in this State. Many ol 
this party cling to the name of Democrat, 
while they are the sw„rn foes ol true democ- 
racy. This denial ol democratic principles 
is patent to the world, in the scandalously 
false and illiberal provisions which still lorm 
a part of our Sta e Constitution. It is siill 
limber evidenced in the timid and cowaidly 
action, ami in the still more cowardly non 
nclii.n, of our late Legislature, By a preju- 
diced and persistent denial to a class of her 
litixensof the right to testily on all matters 
Concerning their persons and their property. 
Kentucky to day stands alone, a hissing and 
I by won) lo all ol her sister Stales This 
disgracelul fact stands conle«sed by a veiy 
large number of our most intelligent Demo 
cralic lellow cilizenj. Il cannot truthfully 
be denied by anybody, and the defense se'l 
up lor tins State ol things is as supremely 
silly as it is palpably unjii.t. All shams are* 
mean anyhow, bui the meanest .-bam under 
Ihe sun is a sham Democracy, "which keeps 
the word of promise to the ear but breaks il 
to the hope.'' 

While ibis inequality of rights before the 
law, and this insecurity ot persons and ol 
property exists, or is believed to exist, the 
immense agricultural ami mineral resources 
of our State must remain, to a great extent, 
undeveloped and therefore useless We may 
call upon immigration to help us, as ws have 

been calling lor marry years past, but immi- 
gration will mil corneal our call. Ii.telli- 
gent foreigners understand these inat'ers, al- 
though we may refuse to understand ihem 
ourselves. In-ecnrity ot person and prop- 
erty, or the denial to the citizen ol equality 
of privileges belore the law, whether ibese 
grow out of the arbitrary use ol power or 

out oi the blinding influences of partisan 
prejudices, will certainly and continuously 
paralyse ihe energy ami industry of ihe citi- 
zen, and as certainly diminish the productive 
power and wealth of the Stale. It cannol 
be otherwise, The great laws ol social and 
political economy will not relax themselves 
to accommodate our blindness or our stupid 
ity. 

Partly as the logical result of the premi- 
ses above set forth, and partly as the result 
Off a more extended experience, a large ma 
jorily o! the Republicans of Kentucky are 
now in favor ol complete amnesty to such 
ol our citizens as were active participants in 
the late rebellion, and we rejoice to know 
that tills feeling is being strengthened every 
day. both in Kentucky and in ihe more 
northern Slates. The time must soon come 
in this nation, and the sooner the better, 
w hen every inhabitant or resident will leel 
(bat he is. or thai he may be, an American 
citizen in the broadest acceptation of thai 
term, and that citizenship necessarily im- 
plies, or ought to imply, equality ol burdens, 
duties, rights and privileges, modilied oiiK 
by the peculiar capacities aud circumstances 
of each individual cilizen. 

As the logical sequence of the successful 
termination Ol the war growing out ol a re- 
bellion inaugurated tor the protection and 
perpetuation ol slavery, a changed condition 
of our social and political relations has tak- 
en (dace. The national authority bas de- 
creed that men and women shall no longer 
be reduced to the condition of •'our pecu- 
liar institutions." which institutions were 
necessarily sectional in their character and 
development. We think that wiib the end 
of "sectional institutions'' should come the 
end of sectional animosities There is now 
nothing but our prejudices to prevent our 
becoming one people in fact as well as in 
name It seems to us that homogeneity of 
institution in all t lie States should necessari- 
ly loster and promote a more complete com 
munily of interests in those same Slates. 
At any rate, all good citizens will do what 
they can to promote those desirable ends. 

All those forms and ideas ot our national 
life, which crvsttlize themselves into institu- 
tions, should be national and universal in 
their character and extent, and not peculiar 
or sectional. 

A liberal and comprehensive system ol 
Common schools: a free press; a pure and 
independent judiciary ; equality of privileges 
and rights before ihe law; freedom of 

social and commercial intercourse, with 

freedom of trade and exchange as between 
the citizens of all the Slates ; an open Bilde

The Consumption of Farm Products. 

Although it is asserted that a large propor- 
tion of the food of plants is derived from the 
atmosphere, according to experimental tests, 
> lt v uiucb is obtained I ruin the soil ; 
ao "that, it is very plain that unless the 
same elements are in some way returned to the 
toil which are appropriated by any particular 
class of plants, so far as relates to the growth 
of such class of plants is concerned, if pursued 
for any length of time, the soil will be ex- 
hausted of the elements necessary so its suc- 
cessful growth. Here then lies the cause of the 
unproductiveness or bnrrenness of many 9oils, 
and evidence that the cause, as above stated, 
will be found in those barren fields which are 
repnled to be the corn grounds of tbe Indians, 
where from successive cropping, the land is 
perfectly exhausted. A similar course pursued 
by the farmers of the present day, will produce 
like result*. And with only tbe accumulation 
of elemeuls furnished the earth by meant of 
rains or the disintegration of rocks, the time 
required to restore a barren field to fruitfulness 
would be far distant in the future. 

There is, very wisely, a sort of law of com- 
pensation in nature, that regulates the return 
of fertilizers to the earth when lelt uumo- 
lested by man; for while the giant oak 
abstracts a certain amount of nourishment 
from the soil, a portion of which it retains iu 
its trunk, it also receives much from the at- 
mosphere which is continued within itsfoilage, 
which at the proper time returns to earth, thus 
repaying the borrowed capital. 

The same principle relates to the use of 
green crops for fertilizing purposes, lor which 
all of the matter extracted from the soil, by 
the growth of the plant, is returned to it ; to 
this is also added that received from the almos^ 
pherc. 

Now, it is a practice among many farmers, 
to dispose of very much that is cultivated up- 
on the farm, which is unsafe farm economy, 
unless artificial fertilizers are returned, for the 
reason that it is takiugaway the elements they 
have been drawiug from tbe soil. Thus 
the selling off of any accumulation of hay is 
poor economy ; and so in fact of any direct 
product of the soil; and even iu some cases, 
the indirect products, such as milk. 

It would hardly seem necessary to attempt 
to demonstrate that agricultural economy de- 
mands that the hay and straw should be led 
out on the farm, and if there is an accumula- 
tion, instead of selling that, purchase stock 
sufficient to consume it, so that a large portion 
of its substance shall be returned to the farm 
as excrementitious or urinary matter, which 
should be returned to the soil. 

And if a portion of the stock goes to make a 
dairy, it is equally wrong to sell the milk 
thereof, when this too can serve the double 
purpose of furnishing the food to assist in tbe 
fattening of still other animals, w hich in their 
turn, afford a return of valuable manure. So 
too should all the grain and roots be fed upon 
the farm, thereby retaining all that' can 
possibly be retained, to be teturned to the 
soil, to furnish food in turn for other plants. 

In fact, nothing but the carcasses of animals, 
or the products, butler or cheese, should be 
allowed to go off the premises, unless fruit be 
excepted (which, as above stated, compensates 
for whatever it has extracted), unless a return 
is made ; and among a good ninny this is loo 
seldom the case, being too desirous of snving 
(!) the dollars obtained, rather than lose sight 
of it in expenditures of fertilizers. 

By pursuing such a course as indicated, i. e., 
returning all possible elemeuts to the soil by 
their natural channels, there will be much less 
occasion for farina to run Jo A n, as the expres- 
sion is frequently used, whereby the proprietor 
becomes discouraged, and believes his farm to 
he unfruitful, inducing him to sell and seek 
other locations, to experience again thesame re- 
sults in the future. — J'raetical Farmer. 



To Clean a Shotgun or Rifle. 
A sportsman writes to the Kural New ' 
Yorker : 

First, to clean a shot gun or rille, place your 
hammers at half-cock, draw out the ramrod 
and bolt: then lilt the barrels from the stock 
and you are ready to wash. Place the barrels 
iu cold water, belug careful the water is clean 
and that there is not any dirt or sand in the 
pail ; then apply your cleaning rod with the 
rug. or, what is belter, pieces of oid red blanket, ! 
and draw it up and down quite euergeticaliy , 
repeat Ibis, changing the water each lime till 
the gun is perfectly clean, placing the muz-! 
zles always down while changing the water ( 
Now empty your pail and rinse; then get a| 
dipper ot boiling water, grasp the barrels with 
a cloth nnd hold them in the pail ; pour the 
water in till you (ill the barrels, then reverse 
and let it drain while you get clean dry rags 
for the cleaner; then rub them out briskly till 
perfectly diy ; uow pass au oiled rag down, 
then » ipe the outside carefully and rub with 
au oiled rag. Now take the stock, wipe the 
hammers well, and all around the locks and 
triggers, then oil all over. 

The gun is now ready to put together to use 
or to place in its case. Never oil too much, 
unless you are going to lay the gun away lor 
a long time, as uothiug is more unsportsman- 
like or disgusting than a gun that's gummy or 
covered with oil. Always wipe your gun in- 
side and outside before using; clean immedi- 
ately alter using. 

liy adhering to these simple rules a gun will 
be kept in a proper condition. As to cleaning 
rods, nothing is belter lor home ihan one of 
stout hickory, made to lit the barrels and cut 
ou the end like a rille cleaner.

Home lntt.net of Animals. 

The instinct which enables the carrier pigeon 
to find his way home is also shared by other 
animals. A writer in the Loudon Daily News 
says : 

A subject that has long had a deep interesl 
for naturalists is the power possessed by birds 
and animals of finding their way back to a 
given spot never before traveled by them. 
There appears to be no doubt thai Providence 
lias bestowed an instinct upon them w hich we 
who do not possess it are hardly able to com- 
prehend. Birds of passage lind their way by 
means of '.bis unerring guide to the remotest 
regions of the earth, and seem to prefer 
traveling by night, as the keeper of light- 
houses are well aware, inasmuch as they fre- 
quently find woodcocks and other birds lying 
dead under the windows, having been killed 
by llyiag against the thick plate-gtass, at- 
tracted like moths by the light. 

The same faculty exists in various domestic 
animals, but is not so strongly developed as iu 
birds. A horse belonging to a Iricnd of mine 
was turned out in some marshes adjoining the 
Thames. Tbe distance in a straight line from 
his owner's house was only a few miles, but 
he had to be sent a long way round to cross a 
bridge. In less than tw enty-four hours he made 
his appearance at the stable door dripping wet, 
having swam the river and taken a straight 
line home. During the life of the celebrated 
sportsman, the late Sit Richard .Sutton, a 
draught of young hounds was sent up to Lon- 
don, by wagon, Irom the kennel near Lincoln, 
and there put on board a vessel to go abroad. 
While the ship was dropping down the Thames 
one of them jumped overboard and swam 
ashore. Some weeks after it made its appear- 
ance at the kennel, half starved and covered 
with bites bestowed upon it by its more for- 
tunate fellows. 

Some years since a dog fox was run to 
ground on Halhficld-henth, near Ashford, 
Kent. When dug out he was found to have 
some remarkable white spots about him, there- 
fore the Earl of Thanct had him sent to his 
seat in Westmoreland — Appleby Castle — a 
distance of three hundred miles, and turned 
down. A fortnight afterwards the same fox 
was killed near Heatbfleld, his native place. 

Not very long ago I saw a cow bought at a 
farm auction. About six o'clock in the eve- 
ning she was sent off home by the purchaser, 
and was placed in a yard, a distance of fifteen 
miles from her former home. At six o'clock 
the next mornir.g she was found back in her 
old shed, quietly chewing her cud, and waiting 
to be milked as usual. 

I once purchased a brood of ducklings, 
about a month old, without the hen that 
hatched them. I took them home and placed 
them, as I thought, safely in a pig pound ; in 
the morning I found they were all gone, and 
I discovered them snugly huddled together at 
their old quarters, at the other end of the vil- 
lage, iu the nest in which they were hatched. 
A laborer told me he bad met them in the 
strict, homeward bound, at four o'clock A. M., 
as he was going to work. They had not 
been off the premises where they were bred 
before.

To Rejiove Stains from a Book. — To remove 
lnkstiins Irom a book, first wash the paper 
with warm water, using a camel's hair brush 
fjr the purpose. By this means the surface 
ink is got rid of; the paper must now be wet 
with a solution of oxalate of potash, or, better 
■till, oxalic acid, in tbe proportion of one 
ounce to a half pint of water. The ink stains 
will immediately disappear. Finally, again 
wash tbe stained place with clcuu water, and 
dry it with white blotting paper. 



Steamed Bbf.ad. — If your oven obstinately 
refuses to bake bread well throw it away, or 
try steaming it. Put the loaf of dough in a 
deep tin basin (so that in its much rising it 
will not run over), set it on a steamer, cover 
tightly, aud steam until done. As a substitute 
for a steamer put a deep tin basin upsidedown, 
in the bottom of an iron kettle, partly fill with 
water, and set the basin of dough upon it, cov- 
ering the kettle closely.
